And being arrived neer that part of the 
coaft of Spaize,which is called the AZoores, we hapned to:

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"Therefor thefe Ships (being eight or nine)'w

miffed without avy thing ar all caken from ‘them. Who — r 
peing afterwards put fomwhar farther off from the fhore, 


by che contrariety of the winde, we hapned romeet with 


fome other Freach Ships, full laden'wich Newland Fith, 


~ being upoatheirreturne homeward ‘fromthe faid New- _ 
found. lana, whom the Generall, ‘after fome fpeech’ had 


with them, (and feeing ‘plainly that they were Frencb- 
Men) difmiffed without once fuffering any man to goe 


-aboord of them.: 


The day following, ftanding ‘in'with the thoré aeaine, 


we delcried anorher tal Ship of twelve feoretuns or ther- 
‘abouts,upon whom Matter Carlet the Lievrenant Gene- 


rall being in the 79247, undertooke the chafe, whom alfo 
anon afrer the Admirall followed ; andthe 7ygar having 
caufed the ftratige Ship to ftrike her fayles,kept her there 
without fuffering any body to goe aboord untill the Ad- 
mirall was come up; who forthwith ferding for che Ma- 
fter, and diversothers oftheir principall Men, and cau- 


_ fing them ro be feverally examined, found the Ship ‘and 


Goods to be belonging to the Inhabitants of Saint Seda- 
flian in Spaine, but the Marriners tobe forthe moftpart 
belonging ro Saint John ae Luce,and the Paffage. In this 


Ship was grear ftore of dry Newland Fifth, commonly - 
called with us Poore John, whereof afterwards (being thus 


found a lawful! Prize) there was diftribution made into 
all the Ships of the Fleet,the fame being fo new and good 
as it did very grearly beftead us in the whole courfe of 


our Voyage. 


A day or two after the taking of this Ship, we put in 
within the Ifles of Bayon, for lacke of favourable winde, 
where we had no fooner anchored fome'part of the Fleet, | 
but che General! conamanded all the Pinnaces ied hi 
Ship-

Ship-boats to be Manned, and every man to be furnifhed 
wich fuch armes as was needfuli: for that prefent fervice ; 


which being done,the General! pur himfelfe into hisGal- 


ley, which was alfo well fu.nifhed ; and rowing towards 
the City of Bayon, with intent, and the favour of the Al- _ 
mighry to furprize it. Before we had advanced one halfe 
league ofour way, there came a Meffenger,being an £4g- 
4i(b Merchant, from the Governour, ‘to fee what ftrange. 
Fleet we were;who came to our Generall,and conferred a 
while with him,and after a {mall rime {fpent,ourGenerall 
called for Captaine sampfoz,and willed him to goero the 
Governour of the Ciry,to refolve him of two point. The 
fir{t,co know if there were any VVars between Spazve and ~ 
England > The fecond,why our Merchants with their 
Goods were imbarred or arrefted? FhusdeparcedCaprain 
ampfoowith the faid Meffenger to the City, where he 
und the Governour and People much amazed of fucha_ 
fuddenacecident. : 

- The Generall with the advice and counfell of Mafter 
€arlezil his Lievrenant generall; whowas in the Galley 


with him, thought not good to make any ftand, till fuck 
time as they were within the fhot of the City,where they 


might be ready uponthe return of Captaine Sampfon, to 
makea fudden attemptif caufe did require before ic was 


©» Capraine Samper returned with his Meffage in this 


fort. Firft,touching Peace or Wars,the Governour faid 


he knew of no Wars, and thar it lay not inhim to make’ 
any,he being fo mean a Subject as he was. And as for the 
fay of the Merchants with cheir Goods; ir was the Kings 
pleafure, bur noc. with intent .to endammage any man: 
and thar the Kings counter-mand was (which had been re- :- 
ceived in thar place fome feven nights before) hae - 
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lfh Merchants vvitlatheir Goods fhould be dficharged: 
for the more verifying vwwhereof,he fent fuch Merchants as 
were in the Town of our.N ation,who trafficked in thofe — 
parcs ; vvhich being at large declared to our Generall by 
rhem,counfell vvas rake vvhat might beft be done: and — 
for that che night approached,it was thought nee@full ro 
land our Force, which vvas done in the fhuccing up of the 

' day ; and having quartered our felves to our moft advan- 
tage,vvith fufficient gard upon every ftreight,wve thought 
toreft our felves for that night there. The Governour 
fent us fonae refrefhing, as Bread, Wine, Oyle, Apples, 

~ Grapes, Marmalad, and fuch like. About midnight the’ 
vveather begins ro overcaft,infomuch that it was thought 
meeter to repair aboord, then to make any Jonger abode 
onland, and before vve could 1:ecover the Fleer, a great 
rempeft arofe, vvhich caufed many of our Ships co drive 
from their ancour hold, and fome were forced to Sea in 
great perill,as the Barke 7. albot, the Barke Hawkins and 
the Speedweil,ywhich Speedwell onely vvas driven into Exg- 
dana, the others recovered us again ; the extremity of the . 
ftorme lafted three dayes, which no fooner beganto af- 
fwage, but Mafter Car/ecl/ our Lieutenant Generall, was 

{ent with his owne Ship and three others, asalfo with 
the Galley and with diverfe Pinnaces, to fee what he 
might do above ¥7g0, where he tooke many Boates and 
fome Carvels, diuerfly ladenwith things of {mall vale 
but chiefly with houfehouldftuffe, running into the high 
Country, and amongft the reft, he found one Boat Jaden 
with the principall Church-ftuffe of the high Church of 
¥i90, where alfo was their great Croffe of Silver, of very 
faire emboffed worke,and double gilt all over, having coft . 
them a great Maffeot money. They complained to have 
loft in all kindof Goods above chirry thoufand Duckers 
in this place. ? | The 
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The next day the Generall with bis whole Fleere went 
up from the Ifles of B4yoz, to a very good harbour above 
Vigowhere Matter Carlezl ftayed his comming, as well 
“forthe more quiet tiding of his Ships, as alfo for the 
good commodity of freth watering, which the place 
there did affoord full well. In the meane time the Gover-. 
nour of Gallifia had reared fuch forces as he might, his 
numbers by eftimare were fome two thoufaud foot, and 
- three hundred horfe, and marched frony Bayox to this 
part of the Countrey, which lay in fighrof our Fleet, 
where making ftand, he fent to parlewith our General], 
which was granted by our Generall, foic might be in 
boaces upon the warer: and for fafety of their perfons, 
- there were pledges delivered onborh fides; which done, 
the Governour of Gallzfa put himfelfe with two others 
into our Vice-Admirals Skiffe, the fame having been 
fent tothe fhoare for him. And in like fort our Gene- 
rallin his owne Skiffe, where by them ir was agreed, _ 
we fhould furnifh out felves with freth water, to.be ta- 
ken by our owne people quietly onthe land; and have all 
other fuchneceffaries, paying forthe fame, as the place 





would affoord. 

- When all our bufineffe was ended, we departed, and 
rooke our way by rhe [flands of Cazarza, which are eftee- 
med fome three hundred leagues from this pare of Spaiz, 
and falling purpofely with Palma, with intentionro have 
taken our pleafure of that place, for the full digefting 
of many thingsin order, and che betcer furnifhing our 
ftore with fuch feverall good things as chat affoorded ve- 
ry abundanrly , we were forced by the vile Sea-gare ’ 
which ac thae prefent fell ouc, and by the naughtineffe 
of the landing place, being but one, and rkar under che 
favor of many Platformes, well furnifhed with great Or- 

B dinance, 
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dinance, to depart with the receiprof many cheir Canon- 
fhot, fome intvour Ships, and fome befides, fome of 
them being in very deed'full Canon high. But the onely 
or chiefe mifchiefe, wasthe dangerous fea furge, which 
at (hore all alongeft, plainly chreatned the overthrow of 
as many Pinnaces and Boates,as:for that time fhould Have: 
attempted any landing ar all. Auer fs 
- Now feeing the expe@ation of this atrempr fruftrated 
by che caufes aforefaid, we though ic meeter to fall wich 
the Ifle Ferro, to feeif we could find any better fortunes: 
and comming ro the Ifland, we landed a thoufand men 
in a valley under a high Mountaine, where we flayed 
fome two or three houres, in which time the Inhabicanes, - 
accompanied with a young fellow borne in Exg/and, who 
dwelt there with chem, came unro ws, fhewing their ftare 
to be fo poore, that they were all ready to ftarve; which 
_ qpas not untrue: and therefore without any thing gotten, 
we were all commanded prefentlyto imbarke, fo asthar: — 
night we put of to Sea South Seuth-eaft along towards 
the coaft of Barbarie. OG SeO8 OF PEON IO EE Tha) 
Vpon Saturday in the morning,being the thirceenth of 
November, we fell with Cape Blaxcke which as a low: 
jand and fhallow water, where we catched {tore of fith, 
and doubling che Cape, we put into the Bay, where we: 
found cerraine Frevch Ships of VVarre whom we enter= ~ 
éained with great courtefie,and there left them. The after-- 
noone the whole Fleet affembled, which was a lirrle {cat- 
reted about their fithing,and pur from thence ro the Ifles: 
_of Cape Verde, fayling till the fixreenth of rhe fame Mo-. - 
seth in the morning, on which day we delcried the Iland 
of Saint 74¢0, andin the evening we anchored the Fleer: 
between the Towne called: rhe Plaze or Praze and Saint’ 
Fago,where we pur on fhore a thoufand'men or sg 
er: 





_, Sir Francis Drake and others*§ 1x 
der the leading of Mafter Chrzjtopher Carlet Lieuetenant 
Generall, who directed the fervice moft like a wife'Com- 
mander. The place where we had firftto March didaf- - 
foord no good order, for the ground was Mountaines aud 
full of Dales, being a marvelous ftony and troublefome 
paffage, but fuch was his induftrious difpofition, as he 
would never leave, untill we had gotten up-to a faire 
Plaine, where we made ftand for che affembling of the 
army.And when wewere all gathered together upon the 
Plaine,fome two litrle miles from the Towne,the Lieve- 
tenant Generall thought good not to make attempt till 
day light ; becaufe there was not one that could ferve for 
Guide or giving knowledge at all of the place. And there- 
fore after having well refted, even halfe an hourc before 
day, he commanded the Army to be divided into three 
{peciall parts, fuch ashe appointed, whereas before we 
had marched by feverall Companies, being thereunto 
forced by the naughrineffe of the way as is aforefaid.- 

Now by rhe time we were rhus ranged in avery brave 
order,daylight began to appeare,and being advanced hard 
to the Wall we faw no Bnemie co refift, whereupon the 
Lieuetenant Generall appointed Capraine Sampfor with 
thirty thot, and Captaine Bartoz with other thitty, to go 
downe into the Towne which ftood in the Valley under 
us,and might very plainly be viewed all over from that 
place where the whole Army was now arrived,and pre- 
fently fter chefe Captaines was fent, the great Enfigne 
which had nothing init butche plaine Eaglsfb Croffe, 
to be placed rovvards the Sea, that our Fleer might fee 
Sainr Georges croffe florith inthe Enemies fortreffe. Or- 
der was given that all the Ordinance throughout the town, 
and upon all che Platformes, which wvas above fifty Peée- 
ces all ceady charged, fhould be fhot off in honour of the 

. B23 Queenes 
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—Queenes Majefties Coronation day, being the feven- 


teenth of Novemter, after the yeerly cuftome of Exgland, 


which was fo anfwered againe by the Ordinance out of 
all the Ships in rhe Fleer which now was come neere, as 
ir was ftrange cohear fuch a thundering noife laft fo long 
together. In this meane while che Lieurenant Gene- 
rall held ftill. che moft part of his Force on the hill top, 
till fuch time as the Towne was quartered our for che 
Jodging of the whole army, which being done every Cap- 
ain tooke hisowne quarter, andin the evening, was pla- 
ced fuch fufficient guard upon every parc of the Towue 
_ that we had no caufe co. feare auy prefent Enemie. 

Thus we continued inthe City thefpace of fourteene 
 dayes, raking fuch fpoyles as the place yeelded, which 
~~ were for the moft parc, VWiue, Oyle, Meale, and fome 
fuch like things for Vitual, as Vinegar,Olives, and fome 
fuch other trafh, as Merchandife for their /dzax trades. 
Bur there was not found any Treafureat all, or any ching . 
elfe of worth befides. : Na beakte it ee) 

The fcituation of Saint Fage is fomewhat ftrange, in 
forme like to a triangle, having on the Eaftand Weft 
fides two Mountaines of Rocke and Cliffie, as it were 
hanging over ir, upon the top: of which cwo. Mountaines 
was builded 'certaine fortifications to, preferve the Towne 
from any-harme that might be offered, asin chis Plot 
is plainly fhewed. Prom thence on the South fide of the 
Towne is the maine Sea,and on the North fide, the valley | 
lying betwegne the forefaid Mountaines ,. wherein the 
Towne ftandeth :. the faid Valley. and Towne borh doe 
grew very narrow, infomuch that the {pace betrreene the 
two cliffes of rhis end of the Towne is eftimated not to. 
be above renne ortwelvefcoreover..

Upon the foure and twentieth of Movember, the Gene- 
tall accompanied with the Lievetenant Generall and fix

But before our departure from the Towne of Saint fa- 
go, we eftablifhed Orders forthe berrer governmentof 
the Army,every man Muftered to bis Capraine,and oaths 
miriftred to acknowledge her Majeftie {upreame Gover- 
nour, as alfo every manto doe his uttermoft endeavour 
ro advance the fervice of tke AGtion, and 10 yeeld due o- 
bedience unto the dire@tions of the Generall and his Offi- 
cers. By this provident councell, and laying downe this 
good foundation beforehand, all things went forward 
in : due courfe, to the atchieving of our happy encer- 
ril€e f ti Bad : OER qo tee 
: : Inallrthe time of our being here, neirher the Gover- 
nour for the King of Spazne,(which is a Portugall)neither 
the Bifhop, whofe authority is great, neither any of the — 
Inhabitants of rhe Town,or Ifland ever came at us (which 
we expected they fhould have done) to intreat us to leave 
them fome part of cheir needful provifions, or at the jeaft. 
to {pare the ruining of theirTown at our going away.The 
caufe of thistheir unreafonable diftruft (asI dcetakeir) | 
was the frefh remembrance ofthe greac wrongs they had 
doneto old Mafter William Hawkins of Plimouth , in 
the Voyage he made foure or five yeares before, when as 
they did both breake their promife, and murthered many’ 
of his Men, whereof I judge you have underftood, and 
therefore needleffe to be repeared. Bur fince they came 
not atus, we left written in fundry places, as alfo in the 
Spittle-houfe, (which building wvas only appointed to be 
{pared) the great difcontencment and fcorne we tooke ar 
this cheir refraining to come unto us, as alfo ar the rude 
manner of killing, and favage kind of handling the dead 
body of one of our Boyes found, by them ftragling all a-' 
lone, from whom they had taken his head and heart, and» 
had ftragled rhe other bowels about the place, ina moft: 
bruitifh and beaftly manner. In 
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Ta revenge whereof at our deparcing we confumed with 
‘Fire all the houfes, as well in the Country which we faw, 
as inthe Towne of Saint Jago, | 

From hence putring over to the: Wefl-7ndies, ‘ve vyere 
noc many dayes at Sea, but there began amongft our peo-. 
ple {uch mortality, as in few dayes there were dead above 
~-ewo or three hundred men.And untill fome fevenor eight 
dayes after our comming from Saint Fago, there had 
aot dyed any one manof fickneffe in all the Fleer: the 
ficknefle fhewed nor his infe@tion wherewith fo many 
were ftroken, untill we were departed thence, and rhen 
feazed our people with extreame hor burning and conti- 
nuall ague, whereof fome very few efcaped with life, and 
yet thofe forthe moft part not without great alteration 
and decay of their wits and ftrength for a long time after. 
In fome that dyed were plainly (hewed the {mall {ports, 
which are often found upon thole char be infective with 
the Plague; we were noc above eighteene dayes in paflage 
becween the fight of Saint fago aforefaidjand the Hlatid of 
Dominica, being che firft Ifland* of the weff-Zadies thar 
we fell withal,the fame being inhabited wich Savage Peo- 
ple which goe all naked, their skin coloured with fome 
painting of a reddifh tawney, very perfonable and hand- 
{ome ftrong men, who doe admit litrle converfation with © 
the Spanzards: forasfome of our people might under- 
ftand them, they had a Spamtard or twaine prifoners with 
them,neither doe] thinke that there is any fafery for any 
of ourNation,or any other ro be wichin rhe limircs of their 
commandment, albeit they ufed us very kindly for thofe 
few houres of time which we fpent wich them, helping 
our folkes to fill and carry ontheir bare thoulders freth 
Warer from the River to our Ships Boats, and fetching 
from their houfes, great ii Tobacco, asalfoa kind

: our felus then to be in our beft ftrength,as alfo the rather 

allured thereunto, ‘by the glorious fame of the City of 
Saint Domingo, being the ancienteft and chiefe inhabited: 
place in all rhe rra& of Countrey there abouts. And to. 
proceed in this derermination,by che way we meta {mall 
Erigorjbound for the fame place,the which the Vice- Ad- 
mirall rook,and having duly examined the Men thar were. 
in her,chere was one found by whom we were advertized;. 
the Havenro be a barred Haven, andthe fhore or Land: 
thereof ro be well fortified, having a Caftle thereupon: 
furnithed with great ftore of Artillery; without the dan-- 
ger whereof, was no Convenient landing place within ten 
Exolih miles of the City 5 to which the fatd Pilot tooke.

. All chings being thus confidered on, the whole Forces. 
were commanded inthe evening to embarke themfelves. 
into Pinnaces,Boars and other {mall Barks,appointed 3

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this fervice.. Our Souldiers being chus imbarkedjche Ge- | 
 merall puc himfelfe intorhe Barke Francts as Admirall, 
and all this night we lay'on the Sea, bearing {mall fayle 
untill our arrivalltothe Landing place,which was about 
the breaking of the day;and fo we landed,being New-years 
day,nine.or ten miles to the Weftwards of thar brave Ci- 
ty of Saint Domzxgo ; for ar that time, aor yet is knowne 
tous, any landing place, wherethe Sea {urge doth not 
threaten to overfet a’Pinnace or Boat. Our Generall hav- © 
ing feene us all landed in fafery, rerurnedito his Fleet,be- 
*.queathing us to God,and the good condué of Mr. Carlz- 
four Lievtenant Generall: at which time,being about 
eight of the clocke,we began to March, and abovr noone- 
time, Or towards one of the clocke we approached the 
-Towne,whereicheGentlemenand thofe of the betcer fort, 
being fome hundred: and fifty brave Horfes, ‘or rather 
more, beganco prefent chemfelves ; but our {mall thor 
played upon them, whichwere fo fuftained with good 
proportion of Pikes inal! parts, as they finding no part 
four Troope unprepared :oreceive'them (for you mutt 
ander ftand they viewed all round about) they were thus 
drivento give us leave to proceed rowards the two. Gates 
of the Towne, which were the nexc:to the Sea-ward. 
“They had manned them: both, and planced rheir Ordnance 
for that prefent,and fudden alatum without the Gare,and 
alfo fome Troopsof fmall fhot in Ambufcado upon the 
hye-way fide. We divided our whole Force,being fome 
thoufand or twelve hundred Men into two parts, ‘to en- 
terprize borh the Gates at ‘one inftane;” che Lieveenane

Their Ordnance had no foonerdifcharged upon our 
neere approach, and made fome ex¢cution amongft us,

the Ordnance, being very neer unto himfelfe, and there- 
upon hafted all thar he might to keepe them from re- 
charging of the Ordinance..

more care every Man to fave himfelfe by flight, then rea-’ 
fon to ftand any longer rotheir broken fighc ;. we forch- 
with repaired ro the Marker- place: but ro be more truly:

In che which rime happened fome accidents more then 
are well remembred ‘for the prefent:;. but‘amongft orher 
things,it chanced thar theGenerall fent on hisMeflage ro | 
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the Spanzards a Negro Boy with a Flag of white, fignify- 
ing truce,. as isthe Spanzards-ordinary manner to doe 
there, vvhenthey approach to fpeaketous ; vvhich Boy 
unhappily was firft met wich, by fome of thofe who had: 
beene belonging as Officers for the King in the Spamz{b 
Galley, which with the Towne was lately fallen into our 
hands, who without all order er reafon, and contrary to: 
that good ufage wherewith we had entertained their Mef- 


_- dengers, furioufly ftrooke the poore Boy through the bo- 


dy with one of their Horfemens ftaves,with which wound 
che Boy returned to the Generalland after he had declar- 
ed the manner of this wrongfull cruelty, dyed forthwith 
in his prefence; wherewith the Generall being greatly 
paffioned, commanded the Provoft Martiall to‘ caufe a 
couple of Fryers; rhen prifoners,to be carried tothe fame: 
place where the Boy was {troken,accompanied with fuffi- 
cienc guardiof ourSouldiers,& there prefently to be hian- 
ged; difpatching at the fame inftant anocher poore prifo-- 
ner, with this reafon wherefore this execution was done ;, 
and with this Meffenger furtber,char untill the parry who. 
had thus murtheredthe Generals Meffenger,were delive- 
red into our hands,ro receive condigne punifhment, there: 
_ fhould no day paffe,wherein there fhould not two prifo- 
ners be hanged, untill hey were.allconfumed which were: 
“inourhands: JOREROL, . 
Whereupon the-day following, he that had been Cap- 
taine of rhe Kings Galley, brought the Offendor to the:

Amongtt other things which happened and were found 

at §. Domingo, I may not omit to let the world know 
-onevery notable marke and token, of the unfatiable ame 
bition of the Spazi{h King andhis Nation, vvhich vvas 
found in the Kings houfe,vvherein rhe chief Governour ‘of 
that City and Countrey isappointed alwayes rolodge , 
which was this: In the comming to the Hall or other 
toomes of this houfe, you muft firft afcend up by afaire 
large paire of ftairs,at the head of which ftaires isa hand- 
fome fpatious placeto walkin, fomewhat like unto:a gal- 
lery, wherein upom one ofthe Wals, right:over againft 
you as you enter the faid place, fo as your eye cannot ef- 
cape the fight of it,there 1s defcribed and/painted in avery 
Ms. hwo ns large 
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large Scutchion, the armes of the King of Spazze, andin. 
the lower part of the faid Scutchion, there is likewife de- 
{cribed a Globe, containing in it the whole circuit of the 
Sea and the Earth, vvhereupon is a Horfe ftanding on. 
his hinder part within the Globe, and the oher fore- 
part vvirhout the Globe, lifting up (as it were) to leape,, 
vvith a fcrole painted in his mouth, wherein was writren. 
thefe words in Latin Noa fufficzt orbis: whichis as much 
to fay,as the World fufficeth not, vwwhereof the meaning 
vvas required to be knowne of fome of thofe of the beter 
fore char came in Commiffionro treat upon the ranfome 
of the Town,who would fhake their heads,and rurne afide 
their counrenance in fomefmiling fort, without anfwe- 
ring any thing, as being greatly afhamed thereof. For by — 
fome of our company it was told them, that if rhe Queen 
of Eagland would refolutely profecute the Wars againft 
the King of Spazue, he fhould be forced to lay afide that 
proud and unreafonable reaching vaine of his; for he 
fhould finde more then enough ro do,to keepe that which 
he had already, as by the prefenc example of their loft 
Town they might for a beginning perceive well enough. 

‘Now tothe fatisfying of fome men,who maarvell great = 
ly chat fuch a famous and goodly builded City fo well 
inhabited of gallanc People, very bravely. apparelled 
¢ whereof our Souldiers found good ftore for their relief) 
fhould afoord no grearer Riches then was tound there, 
wherein iris tobe underftood that the 7#¢zaz people, 
which were rhenaturals of this whole Ifland of z/pa- — 
niola (the fame being neere hand as greacas Exeland), 
wvere many yeares fince cleane confumed by the Tyranny 
of the Spanzards | which was canfe, thatfor lacke of 
people'to worke in the Mines, the Gold and Silver Mines 
of this Ifland are wholly given over, and thereby they-are: 

fain: 
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aine in chis I land to ufe Copper money, whereof ‘vvas. 
found very great quantity. The chiefe trade of chis place 
confifteth of Sugar and Ginger, which growech in the 


Ifland, and Hides of Oxenand Kine, which in this wafte » 


Countrey of the Ifland are bred in infinice numbers, the 


- foile being very fertile: and rhe {aid Beafts are fed upto a 


very large growch, and fo killed for nothing fo much, as 
for their Hides aforefaid. We found here grear {tore of 
ftrong Wine, fweet Oyle, Vinegar, Olives and other fuch 
like provifions, as excellent VWWheat-meale packed up in 
‘Wine pipes and orher caske,and ocher commodities like- 
wife, as Wollen and Linnen cloth, atid fome Silkes:; all 
which provifions are brought out of Spatve and ferved us 


for great relief.. There vvas bur a lirtle Plare or Veffel of - 


Silver,in comparifon of the great Pride in other things of 
this Towne,becaufe in thofe hor Countries chey ufe much 
thefe earthen Difhes finely painted or varnifhed, which 
they call Parfelliza, and is had-out of the Eaft-Zedz4; and 


for their drinking, they ufe Glafles alcogether, where- 


of chey make excellent good and faire in the fame place. 
But yet fome Plate we found,and many other good things, 
as their houfhold garniture very Gallant and Rich, which 
had coft them deere,altchough unto usthey were of {mall 
importance. } Stel 


From §. Domingowe put over to the maine or firme 


Land, and going all along{t the Coaft, we came at the . 


laftin fight of Cartagexa, ftanding upon the Sea fide 
fo near as fome of our Barks in paffing alongft, approched 
withthe reach of their Culverin fhot, which they had 
planted upon certaine Platformes. The harbour mouth 
lay fome three miles toward che Weftward of the Town, 
vvhereinco we entred about three or foure of the Clocke 
inthe afternoone without any refiftance of ordinance, 
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‘or other impeachment planted upon the fame. In the e- 
‘vening we put our felves on Land towards the Harbour 
mouch, under che leading of Matter Carlezll our Lievte- 
nanc Generall, who after he had digefted us ro march for- 
ward about the midnight, as eafily as foor might fall, ex- 
prefly commanding co keepe clofe by the Sea wath of 
the flrore for our beft and fureft way, whereby we were. 
like ro goe through,and not to miffe any more of the way, 
which once we had loft within an houre after out fir ft 
- beginning to March, through che lender knowledge of 
him chat tookeupon him tobe our Guide, whereby the 
night {pent‘on, which othérwife muft have been done by 
refting. But as.we came wichin fome twomiles of the 
Town,their Horfemen which were fome hundred, met us, 
and caking che alacum, retired co their towneward againe 
upon the firft Volley ofour Shot chac was given them: 
for the place vvhere we encountered being Woody and 
bufhy evento the water fide,was unmeet for their fervice. 
Ac this inftane we might hear fome Peecesof Arrille- 
ry difcharged, with diverfe {mall fhot towards the Hur- 
bour, which gave usco underftand, according to the Ore 
der fet downe in the evening before by our General!, that 
the Vice-Admirall accompanied with Capraine-/ ener, 
Captaine White, and Captaine Croffe; with other Sea 
Captaines, and with diverfe Pinnaces and Boates fhould 
give fome atrempr unto the licrle Fort ftanding onthe ete 
~ ery of the innerHaven,neer adjoyning ro the cown,though 
to fmall purpofe, for that the place was ftrong, and 
the encry very narrow vwvas chained over: fo as there 
could be norhing gorren by the arrempt, more then the 
giving of them an Alarum on that Orher fide of the Haven 
being amileand a halfe from rhe place where we now 
- were. Inwhich attempt the ae had the Rud-

little or no harme received elfewhere. 


.. The Troops being now ia their March, halfe a mile - 


be hither the rowne or leffe, the ground we were On grew: 
— tobe ftraighr, aud nor above fifty paces over, having the 
maine Sea on the fide of it;and the Harbour yvater or in- 
ner. Sea.(as you may rermeit) on the other fide, which in 
this Plot is plainly fhewed.. This ftraight was fortified 
clean ever with a ftone Wall and a ditch without ic; che 
faid Wall being as orderly buile wich flancking in every 


part,as can be fet down. _There:was onely fo much of this. 


ftraight unwalled, as might ferve for the iffuing of the 
Horfemen, or the paffing ofthe carriage inrime of need :. 
but this anwalled parc was noc without a very good: Barrz- 
cado of Wine Buts or Pipes, filled vvith earth, full and: 
thicke as they might ftandon end one by anorher, fome 
part of them ftandiug even withinthe maine Sea, 


- This place of ftrength was furnifhed of fix grear Pee- — 
ces, demi-Culverius and Sakers, which fhor directly in. 


frone upon us as we approached. Now without this vvalli 


upon the inner fide of the ftreighr,chey had brought like-. _ 


wife two great Gallies with their proweffe to the fhore,. 
having planted in them eleven peeces of Ordnance,which: 
did beat all croffe the ftraighr, and flanked our comming: 
on.In thefe rwo Gallies were planted three or foure hun- 
dred {mall fhor,and on'the land in the guard onely of this: 
place,three hundred'fhorand'pikes. © | 
They inthis their full readineffe to receive us, {pared} 
not their thor both greatand'fmall. Bur our Liev:enant 
generall,caking the advantage of the darke (the day light: 
as yer not broken out) pproached by the loweft ground), 
according to theexpreffe direction which himfelf had for- 
merly given, the fame being the Sea-wafh-thore, — 
7 the: 
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ghe water was fomwhar fallen, fo as moft of all their thor 
was invaine. Our Lievtenant’ general! commanded our 
fhot to forbear fhooring untill we were come tothe wall 
fide; and fowith Pikes roundly together we approached 
the place, where we foone found out the Barricadoes of 
Pipes or Buts, to bethe meeteft place for our affault ; 
which norwithftanding ir was well furnifhed with Pikes 
and (hot, was without ftaying actempred by us: downe 
went the buts of earch, and pell mel! came our Swords 
and Pikestogether, after our fhot had firft given their 
volley,even' at the enemies nofe. Our Pikes were fome- 
what longer then theirs, and our bodies better armed, for 
very few of them were armed; with which advantage our 
Swords and Pikes grew-too hard for them, and they dri- 
ven regive place. In this furious entry, the Lievrenaur 
generall flue with his owne hands,the chiefe Enfigne-bea- 
rer of the Spanzards, vvho fought very manfully to his 
fives end. | i | 
We followed into the Town wvith them, and giving 
them no leafure to breath, vve wan the Marker-place, 
albeit they made head, and fought a while before vve got 
it ; and fo we being once feazed and affured of that, rhey 
were contento fuffer us ro lodge wvithin their Towne, 
and themfelvesto goeto their Wives, whom they had 
carried inco other,places of the Counrry before our.com- 
ming thither. aye 

At every Streets-end they had raifed very fine Barri- 
cadoes of Earth-workes, with trenches vvichout them,as 
well made as ever we favv any worke done; at the en- 
cring whereof was fome little refiftance, bur foone over-. . 
come ; it was with few flaine or hurt. They had joyned 
with them many Z#dzazs, whom they had placed in cor- 
ners of advancage, all Bow-men,with their Arrowes moft 
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villanoufly empoyfoned, foas if chey did but breake the~ 
skin, the party fo touched dyed without marvell: fome:’ 
they flew of our People wirh their Arrowes, fome they: 
likewife mifchievedto death with cercaine Prickes of- 
{mall ftickes fharply pointed, of.a foot and a halfe long, 
the one end put into the ground, the otherempoyfoned, 
fticking faft up, right againft our comming in the way, — 
as we fhould approach. from. our landing rowards the | 
Towne, whereof they had planted a wonderfull number: 
in rhe ordinary way,but our keeping the Sea-wafh-fhore | 
miffed rhe greateft part of them very happily. 
To let paffe many patticular marrers, as the hurting of 
Captain Sampfor at {word blowes in the firft entring,un- 
‘to whom was committed the charge of the Pikes of the 
Vantgard by his lot and turne; as alfo of che taking of -4- 
lonze Bravo (che chiefe Commander of that place) by 
Caprain Goring,after the faid Captain had firft burt him. 
with his Sword; unto which Captain was committed the - 
charge of rhe Shor of che faid Vantgard 
C aprain Winter was likewife by his rurneof the Vanr-. _ 
gard in this attempt, where alfo the Lievrenane general: 
marched: himfelfe: che faid Capraine #zxter through a. 
great defire to ferve by Land, having ow.exchanged his — 
charge by. Sea with Captain Cec#/!, for his Band of Foot-- 
Men. : 3 
-Captaine Powell the Sergeant Major had by his turne. 
ghe charge of the foure. Companies which made the. 
Batraile. n , 
. Captaine AZorgar, who at S. Domingo was of the: 
Vanrgard;had now by turne his charge upon the Compa- - 
nies of the Rere-gard. — ES a 
Every. Man as well cfone partas of-anorher, came fo — 
willingly.on to.the fervice,. as the. enemy was not gpl to. 
: endure. 
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endurethe fury of fuchhoraflaule 
We ftayed here fix weeks,and che fickneffe with mor-= 
tality before {poken of, ftill conrinuing among us,though 
gor with che fame fury as ar the firft ; and fuch as were: 
touched with the faid Sickneffe, efcaping death,very. few: 
or almoft uote could recover their ftrength, yea, ma- 
ny of themwere much decayed in rheir memory ; in fo 
much that ic was growne an ordinary. judgement,. when 
one was heard to fpeake foolifhly, ro fay, he had beene 
ficke of the Calentour, which is the Spazt/b name of 
cheir burning Ague: for, as 1 told you before, iris ave- 
ry burning and peftilens Ague. The originall caufe there- 
of, is imputed to the evening or firft night ayre, which 
they tearme L¢ fereza, wherein they fay and hold. very 
firme opinion, that who fois then abroad. in the open 
ayre, fhall cettainly be infeed to the death, nor being of 
the /#dzaz or naturall race of thofe Counrrey People; by. 
holding their VWarch, were thus fubjected to the infeati- 
ous ayre,which ar S.7ago was moft dangerous and deadly. 
of all other places.. a 
With the inconvenience of continuali mortality, .we 
were forced rO give over our intended enterprize, to. goe 
with Nombre de Dz0s, and. fo over-land to. .Pazvama,, 
where we fhould have ftroken the ftroke forthe Trea- 
fure, and full recompence of our tedious rravailes.. And: 
thus at.Cartageza we rooke our firft.refolurion co.returne. 
homewards. — 

_ But while we were yet there, .it. happened one day,. 
that our Watch called the Sentinell, .upon the Church-- 
Steeple, had:difcovered inthe Sea a.couple of fmal Barks: 
or Boars, making in with the Harbour of Cartagena, 
whereupon Capraine. 7f00ze and Capraine Varzey;, with: 
Fohe.Grant the Mafter of the 77ger, and. fome other Sea- 

D: 2° Mens, 
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menembarqued themfelves in acouple of fmall Pinna- 
és,¢0 take them before they thouldcome nigh the fhére, 
~atrhe mourh of rhe Hirbour, left:by fome ftragling Spa- 
hiaras fromthe Land, they might be warned by fignes 
from comming in; which fell out accordingly, votwith-. 
{tanding all che diligencé that our Men could ufe : for rhe 
Spaii{h Boats, upon the fight-of our Pinnaces comming 
towards them, ran themfelves a fhore, and fo cheir Men 
prefently hid chemfelves in Bufhes hard by the Sea fide, 
amotigft fomeothers thar had called them by fignes thi- 
ther. Our Men prefenrly without any due regard had ta 
the quality ofthe'place, afd feeing’no man of the Spazz- 
ards co fhew themfelves, aboorded the Spaazb Barkes 
or Boats, and fo ftanding all open in chem, were fudden- 
Ty fhot at by atroope of Spazzards out of the Bufhes ; 
by which volley of fhot there were flaine Capraine: /“ar- 
wey, which dyed prefenrly, and Captaine AZoone, who 
dyed fome few dayes after, befides fome foure or five — 
‘orhers that were hurt ; and fo our folkes recurned with- 
out their purpofe, not having any fuffictent number of 
Souldiers with them to fight on fhore. For thofe’Men 
they carried were all Marrinets to rowe, few of them ar- | 
med,becaufe they made account with their Ordinance ro

parley and to tell us his determined purpofe of his de-_ 
lay,which was as aforefaids;ourcompanies marched divers 
times for Vituals and fo met withthe Governour. We 
rooke fome more of their men prifoners, and found fome 
of cheir Goods afterward which wecarried away. But 
when we faw thar they would norcome to any faire cor- © 
ref{pondence or agreement, our Generall commanded us 
to burne all places where ever we came. fon

The people that Iuhabic this Coun- 
try are Jdiansand Negroes, they live in the Mountaines 
~ being wilde and favage People,but onely fuch as the Spa- 
ziards keepe under {ubjeétion; thofe wilde People doe 
Warre againft the Spazzards ; inthis Country are great 


{tore of Fowls, as Pellicans, and other red Fowls, being 


Sea Fowls in the proportion of a Crane. : 
There is diftant from the towne fome ten leagues a 
mighty great Mountaine bearing rowards the Weft 
from the towne of River Della Hatch, This Hill feemeth 
to be far higher then the G/oredel. Upon it fnow remain- 
eth continually chrough the coldneffe of its fituacion. 
The nineteenth of Deceméer being Saturday, we came 
to another rowne called Sava Marthe, the which we 
entred and there we found the Enemy with their Wives 


and Children fled out of the towne into the Mountains, - 


but our men following them into the Woods found 
fome Treafure with other chings of fome value. The 
fame day wetooke one of the chiefe Cavaliers of the 
towne, he was the Governors Deputy of the towne, the 
which we brought away with us ; we departed from Saz- 
ta Adartha, th etwenticth of December being Sunday, 
ar our departure from the towne (leaving it on fire,) we 
were informed by the Spazzards thar we were within 
three leagues of a Golden Mine. 

The twenty fiveof December being thurlday, we fay- 
led rowardsanother towne called Nombre de dios, The 
fame day being Cbrzimas day wecame within the fight 
of the Iffand called ? 20s ,diftant from us twelve leagues. 

“The twenry fevench of December we anchored before ue

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towne, ahd ? eaten yard toes Where the E. | 
nemy gave us'a’ brovadoeof thor, “atid fo: they ran’ away 
into the Woods, all'their Goods and Treafure was gone 
before, they left tione but what was the Soldiers and thar 
lay ina great Fort. They had bur three great Peeces of 
Ordnance, and one of them broke with the Shot, fome 
of the Soldiers we tooke prifoners, ae 
The King ufuall fenderh all bis Tréafure and Meretfin- 
dize ro this piace, and to that end bach Boats and Pitina- 
ces, which continually bring his Treafure from Pazama 
cothis place. We found'fome treafure in the Woods 
as Oyle, Wine, Vinegar,Meale,and: Linnen-C loth. Our 
Generall having intelligence of the: Governors going to- 
wards Panama. The munday after Sit Thomas Bafkerjield 
our Coriner General with fix hundred men went by land, 
with intent to havedurprizedhim. The way was exrreant 
dangerous to’eravell in;nor‘Onely in “regard of the Enenty 
but ‘alfo ofthe warer and Rocks, infomuch that oft times 
we wenc in perill of our-lives. Inour marchwe faw great 
ftore of Munkyes, Apes, and could heare Lyons. This 
_ rowne of Pazama ftandeth upon the South Sea, ‘and is 
diftantfrom Nomére de dios eighteen leagues; we mar- 
ched nine leagues but could get no farther, the Enemy 
preventing us by a Fort which they made on the top of 
a Rocke, which we of neceffity muft march through. It 
was fo'arrow that but one man could goe before ano- 
ther,which they raking the advantage of, {lew our men as 
faft as they afcended up;there being no other way co pafle 
we vvere conftrained to retire wich the loffe of fome of 
our beft men, and with little Joy unto us that vve miffed 
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of our intended purpofe. Comming to Nombre de dios 
vve feeng all of it almoft confumed with fire, vve hafted 


vvith all {peed unto our Ships againe. In this March a 
paire of Shoosvwvas fold for chirry (hillings,and a Bisker 
Cake for ten Shillings ; fo great was our want both of 
Clothing and Victuals. — f | ” 
The chief Caprains andCommanders in this March was 
Sir Thomas Bafkerfield,Captain Nicholas Bafkerjield our 
Lievrenant General,who was hurt in this march; Caprain 
Staaton Captaine Bofwell,Captaine Chr flopher,Capraine 
Power and Captain Bartley .The night before ve came 10 
Nombre de dios our men had burned the great Houfe 
vvherein the Kings Treafure ufed.colye, vvhen it came 
from P azama ; alfo there was burnt a rown Inhabired by 
Negroes ,wh chs diftant two leagues from Wombre de dt- 
assac our Coming thither rhey of the towne gave us a vol- 
ley of fhot, and fo-ran away leaving the towne on fire. 
The fifth of Fazuary being munday, we departed out 
of che Harbour.towards Scoday ; the renth of /47ua7y be- 
ing faturday, vve cameto Scoday, it bearech from Nom- 
bre de dios North and by Welt. The fame day we gave 
chafe to a Spanifb Frigate which came from this Ifland, 
the which vve tooke: the eleventh being fuuday vve 
brought the Frigar ro. our General,we found in him four 
Spantards and three Negrees, and nor any thing of any 
account;{he vvas found to be a fpye comming from Vom- 
bre de dios, and going ro the townes there to give iutelli-

cis Drake our General departed this life,whofe death was

We continued 
here untillthe eighth of Feéruary watring and ballafing 
our Ships.In this Horbor are fome few houfes Inhabited 
with Spanzards, they beginning: ro build a new Towne 
aud a great Bulwarke, which we fpoyled and’burned . we | 
found many Chefts full of Carpenters tools with many 
Iron Bars and otker neceffaries for building, which we 
brought away with us. Theday before we came away 
the Enemy came downe and tooke fome fix of our Men 

at the watring place. Certaine of-our Men were fent in 

Boatsupthe South fide cf rhe River, where we found 
fome more of their Carpenters tools. This Harbour is 
very commodious for Shipping having a good anchoring 
place and ten or twelve fathomedeep in warer ; we lan- 
ded great ftore of Spawzards, and Negroes at this Ifland,- 

giving the Enemy ro underftand that he would ufe our.
